University  College  is  immediately  south-west  of 
the  Soldiers  Tower  and  Clock.  The  Economics  Building  i[s  at  273  Bloor  St.  \V., 
just  west  of  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  at  Avenue  Road  and  Bloor  Street. 
The  Mining  Building  is  on  College  Street,  at  the  head  of  McCaul  Street.  The 
Physics  Building  is  just  south  of  Convocation  Hall.  There  are  parking  lots  for 
cars  on  the  east  side  of  St.  George  Street,  one  just  south  of  Knox  College,  and 
the  other  south  of  Hoskin  Avenue,  between  73  and  79  St.  George  Street.  Students 
are  asked  to  leave  motorcars  in  these  lots  rather  than  on  the  Universit\-  roadwa\’s.

Tuition  fees  may 
accompany  each  application  form,  and  the  fee  for  at  least  one  subject  should  be 
paid  at  the  opening  of  the  Session  and  all  tuition  fees  must  be  paid  by  No- 
vember 1st.  Examination  fees  are  payable  by  March  1st,  after  which  date  there 
is  a penalty  fee.  Admit-to-lecture  cards  will  be  issued  to  each  student  whose 
application  is  approved  and  whose  fees  are  paid,  and  after  November  1st  no 
student  should  attend  lectures  without  this  card. 


EXAMINATIONS 

The  Spring  Examinations  in  Arts  subjects  will  begin  at  the  end  of  April  and 
end  before  May  24th.  Applications  for  these  examinations  should  be  submitted 
by  February  1st  on  forms  obtainable  from  the  Department  of  University  Ex- 
tension. After  March  1st,  there  is  a penalty  of  Two  Dollars  for  late  enrolment 
and  late  payment  of  fees.  After  March  15th,  applications  for  the  Spring  exami- 
nations are  not  acceptable.  Notification  of  cancellation  of  an  application  for 
examination  should  be  received  not  later  than  April  15th,  after  which  date  the 
fee  cannot  be  carried  forward  as  a credit  to  the  account  of  the  student  concerned. 
Time-tables  will  be  issued  shortly  before  the  date  of  the  opening  examination 
and  each  candidate  should  make  sure  he  or  she  obtains  one  as  soon  as  they  are 
available.  The  results  of  the  examinations  are  published  in  the  daily  papers 
towards  the  end  of  June  and  mimeographed  lists  of  the  grading  given  on  each 
subject  is  issued  by  the  Registrar’s  Office  in  July  or  August.  Examinations  are 
entirely  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Registrar  and  the  pseudonyms  under  which 
candidates  write  must  be  obtained  from  that  Office  prior  to  the  candidate’s  first 
examination.

Applicants  who  are  not  already  registered  in  the  Pa,ss  Course  for  Teachers 
should  send  in,  filled  out  in  duplicate,  the  Application  Form  for  admission  to  the 
University  (which  is  obtainable  from  the  Extension  Department)  and  all  their 
Middle  School  and  Upper  School  Departmental  Certificates,  as  well  as  a certificate 
of  successful  vaccination.  Anyone  who  has  not  the  entrance  requirements  is 
regarded  as  an  “Occasional  Student”  not  proceeding  to  the  B.A.  degree  at  the 
University  of  Toronto.  Students  may  take  subjects  for  credit  at  other  uni- 
versities but  it  is  entirely  the  responsibility  of  such  students  to  arrange  with 
those  universities  for  the  desired  credit.

APPLICATIONS  FOR  CORRESPONDENCE  PREPARATION 


The  yellow  forms  applying  for  correspondence  course  should  be  submitted 
by  September  15th  and  fees  should  accompany  the  forms.  A student  may  not 
enrol  in  more  than  three  subjects  in  the  Summer  and,  in  applying  for  corre- 
spondence courses,  the  applicant  should  study  the  provisional  time-table  as  he 
or  she  cannot  take  two  subjects  which  are  given  at  the  same  hour  in  the  Summer 
Session.  A student  may  take  instruction  in  only  one  subject  in  the  Summer 
Session  without  having  taken  the  correspondence  preparation  and  may  write  at 
the  August  examination  upon  the  subject,  provided  that  he  take  that  subject 
only,  and  provided  that  it  be  not  one  of  the  following:  Botany,  History,  Zoology. 
Regardless,  therefore,  of  what  was  allowed  in  prior  sessions  in  this  regard, 
students  who  wish  to  take  more  than  one  subject  in  the  Summer  Session 
of  1947  must  enrol  for  correspondence  preparation  in  all  of  them  and 
must  complete  the  assignments  before  June  1st. 

BULLETINS 

The  first  bulletin  will  be  sent  to  applicants  towards  the  end  of  September  and 
others  will  follow  monthly.  In  most  subjects  there  is  a schedule  for  returning 
answers  to  assignments,  usually  one  assignment  a month.  Students  should 
obtain  from  the  Department  of  University  Extension  or  the  Students’  Book 
Department,  University  of  Toronto  Press,  suitable  envelopes  for  assignments  at 
one  cent  per  envelope. 


BOOKS 

Textbooks  and  essay  paper  may  be  purchased  from  the  Students’  Book 
Department,  University  Press,  University  of  Toronto.  If  a price  list  is  not  sent 
to  the  student  with  the  first  correspondence  bulletins,  he  or  she  should  ask  the 
Department  of  University  Extension  to  send  one.  A charge  account  for  pay- 
ment of  books  and  supplies  may  be  established  with  the  Book  Department  or 
the  books  will  be  forwarded,  on  order,  with  the  bill. 

There  is  a lending  library  in  the  Department  of  University  Extension  for 
correspondence  students  and  a reference  book  may  be  borrowed  for  a two-weeks’ 
period.  A non-refundable  fee  of  One  Dollar  should  be  sent  with  the  first  request 
to  cover  postage  and  service  charges.  Textbooks  are  not  loaned.
